Jail Clique Peace. 

The organ of the jail clique hail an article, yes- 
terday, which the simple and uniuitiated might 
regard as an omen of peace. Experience, how- 
ever, Las taught ns that the Journal, on certaiu 
occasions, employs a kind of suggestive style of 
composition— it says less than it means, or says 
one thing and means another. There is no sin 
cerity in the organ’s essays upon peace. The ar- 
ticle of yesterday either meant that the clique in- 
tend climbing down from any intention of vio- 
lence, because they see that public opinion won t 
sustain them in it. or it means the inauguration of 
the violence which is falsely charged upon the 
Democratic party. Violence has heretofore been 
brought about by the organ’s ebargiug such an 
intent upon the Democracy, and the same thing 
may be contemplated now. In times past the 
only index the Democrats had of the wicked de- 
signs of their opponents, was what the organ 
charged upon them, and they will do well now to 
construe the peace article of yesterday with an 
eye to that interpretation, for it charged that the 
Democrats were doing things that would engender 
violence at the August election. 

If any one doubts that the orgau uses the word 
peace in the sense of war, he has only to look 
over its files to settle the doubt. When the editor 
of the Journal extends the olive branch, it is just 
about such an emblem of peace as the halcyon of 
his bosom friend, Bob Baird. 

It will not do for the jail clique organ to assert 
that it wants peace while its articles and their 
effects are before us. We need not go back fur 
ther than a few days for examples. This day one 
week ago the editor used the most inflammatory 
language in calling a jail clique meeting at the cor, 
ner of Twelfth and Main streets. The meeting 
w as held, and the natural consequences of such a 
call followed. A number of jail clique bullies, 
who were at the Journal’s meeting, hunted up 
and beat most unmercifully some of our best citi- 
zens— because they were active Democrats— and 
murdered one man. These bruisers received the 
smiles ot the police, passed triumphantly through 
our courts of justice, and are now at large to com- 
mit other crimes and outrages when bidden by 
their directoi s. The organ had no marked words 
of condemnation for these atrocities, but grew 
awful wrathv at the indiguant words of Judge 
Joyes, as he stood over the corpse of the murder- 
ed Allen. 

The orgau uext made out a real sensation cast 
of the outrage upou Collett. He was struck by a 
cowardly scoundrel, but he does not know who 
struck him. His case was made out a great deal 
worse than it was, and for what? Simply to 
arouse the bad blood of jail clique bullies, and set 
them, like blood hounds, upou innocent and unof- 
•euding Democrats. 

The same may be said of the organ's account 
of Mr. Guthrie’s speeches. All who have heard 
Mr. Guthrie were struck with the mildness of his 
speeches, and vet the organ has denounced them 
us incendiary and inflammatory. The object evi- 
dently was to excite these same bullies against 
Mr. Guthrie, aud through him to set them like 
hyenas upon the Democratic party. 

8uch, too, was the object of the shameful article 
which appeared in the orgau concerning the dis- 
turbances of Tuesday night. The Democrats had 
held a meeting that night upou the spot dese- 
crated by the presence of the organ’s minions a 
few evenings previous, aud the jail clique were 
determined to have some charge against the Dem- 
ocrats concerning this meetiug. Hence, when a 
party of the Democrats, on their wav home from 
the meeting, reached the corner of Second and 
Market streets, they fell into the trap that was set 
for them. Some one on the opposite side of the 
street halloed “hurrah for Thomas,” and it was 
known that this would be answered by a “hurrah 
for Batman.” The plan succeeded, and while the 
yelling was going on two watchmen were at hand 
to make arrests and provoke a row. These watch- 
men made oue arrest and tried to kill a number of 
the Democrats with their pistols, but still they 
could not provoke a muss. The Democrats con- 
cluded to let their companion go to jail, though 
he was guiltless, aud to bail him out in the morn- 
ing, instead of entering into a battle with the bcl 
ligerent police. Aud uovv if any one doubts that 
tbisaffuir was gotten up by the organ and its 
faithful jail clique allies, for the purpose of get 
ting the Democrats into a scrape and dis/raeing 
their meeting, at the corner of Twelfth and Main, 
as the jail clique meetiug there had been digraced, 
let them read the following articles from the or- 
gan. The first appeared the morning after the 
disturbance and without regard to facts as they 
occurred, it carries out the programme. The sec- 
ond appeared the following morning and is based 
upon the report of the case as made out by tbe 
testimony of sworn witnesses iu the police court 
Both articles arc disgracefully untrue, but they 
are nothing uncommon lor the organ. 

THE JOl RXAL’s SENSATION AltTICLE. 

A Gross Outrage — Murderous Assault Vpon the 
Fblice . — A violeut disturbance ot tbe public peace 
and a most outrageous assault upon the police oc- 
curred at the corner of First and Market las t night. 
A party of thirty or more returning from a Demo- 
cratic meetiug at Twelfth street accompanied by 
Dr. Pyles, the Democratic candidate for Clerk of 
the County Court, stopped at Walker’s, aud upon 
leaving there made night hideous with their yells 
and shouts. They were followed by the police 
officers, aud at the corner of First and Market 
streets, Mr. Gallagher went up to the party aud 
told them quietly and politely to cease their dis 
turbance ot the peace. He was answered by a 
renewal of the most vociferous yells. He imme- 
diately arrested the one of the party uearest to 
him who seemed to be the leader and handed him 
over to two other police officers. The man who 
was arrested called out to his companions “will 
you let them take me?” A rush was made at the 
police. Mr. Gallagher gallantly confronted the 
crowd and said that he would shoot down the first 
man who attempted a rescue. One of the party 
stepped into the street and threw a bowlder at 
Gallagher, inflicting a slight wound ou his leg. - 
He fired at the man who threw at him and instan- 
taneously about twenty five pistol shots were fired 
at Gallagher. Fortunately none of them took 
e fleet. The man who was urrested was carried to 
jail but the rest of the miscreants escaped. 

Mr. Gallagher and his assistants were gallantly 
doing their duty. The assault upon them was one 
of the most outrageous and wanton and murder- 
ous ever attempted in our city. It was made by a 
crowd of desperate Democratic bullies. Further 
comment now is unnecessary. 

ITS ARTICLE FROM SWORN 1 RST1MON V. 

Wm. 1 .angdeu, disorderly conduct. This is the 
man who whs arrested in the crowd on Market 
street for yelling and creating a noise. Officers 
Gallagher, Bailey and Winston testified that “ a 
crowd of about thirty caine out of Walker’s, and 
after proceeding up Market street a little wav 
commenced yelliug. The officers took after them 
and protested against this conduct, and it being 
still persisted in, they arrested Laugdeu, who was 
near the rear of the crowd, and protested against 
being arrested. The crowd then turned back to 
ward* the officers, who were taking the prisoner 
to jail, evidently for the purpose of rescuing 
Laugdon, when Gallagher drew a pistol and told 
them that he would shoot any one who attempted 
the rescue. The crowd then came to a halt. One 
man threw a rock at Gallagher from the middle of 
the street, which grazed Ins leg, and Gallagher 
tired at him. Immediately after the report twen- 
ty more shots were fired by the crowd without 
effect. 

Mr. Jones, for the detense, heard one man on 
the opposite side of the street hurrahing for 
Thomas, when the crowd hallooed for their candi- 
date. The judge remarked that he w as sorry 
none of the parties who tired had beeu idea tilled. 
He hoped there would he a peaceable election, but 
these disturbances were calculated to bring about 
a different result. The court sustainedthecour.se 
of the officers, but as Langden was only one of 
the party, and had done nothing except hallooing, 
he woulcl discharge him. 

Now, then, if the editor of the jail clique organ 
really wants peace, why don’t he denounce his 
partisan bullies for breaking the peace? Why 
don’t he condemn his p&rtizan police for not arrest- 
ing violaters of the law, who agree with them in 
politics? And why does he not publish a fair 
statement of the outrages that occur, instead of 
giving them such a false and partizan coloring as 
to array hia minions against Democrats? The 
editor may learn to quit such tilings when it is 
tod late. The good citizens here will not much 
longer tolerate the bad characters turned loose 
upon them on election days. They will regard the 
bullies as agents only, and look to the principals 
for responsibility. There is a mighty revolution 
going on in Louisville, and public opiuion will 
soon grow too hot to be comfortably breathed by 
those who attempt to carry oar elections by fraud 
and violence. We haze bad enough of such 
things, and if those who suffer most by tb«6e4itro- 
cious outrages will hold the principals responsible, 
instead of tbe mnsculnr and brainless dupes, who 
merely act as paid agents in the work of horrot, 
we shall soon bave no more trouble.

I Series of Plug Ugly Falsehoods Mailed to tfte 
Counter. 

Fditors Louisville Journal:— Within the last few 
days my attention has been called to a letter 
signed “H. S. T..” dated Albai.y, Kv., July 1st, 
1*5-1, aud an article based upon it in the Louis 
ville Weekly ; Journal, of July (qb, 1858, in both 
ot which an effort is improperly made to reflect 
upon the official conduct of the representative of 
the Fourth Kentucky Congressional District, as 
well as that of the postoffice department at Wash 

ington, having charge of the mails throughout 
our State. ° 

The case referred to by the Journal's Albany 
correspondent, “H. S. T.,” is the advertisement 
of the postoffice department inviting bids to car- 
ry tbe mails on route No. (*,617, from Stanford, in 
Lincoln county, via Somerset, in Pulaski, Monti- 
cello, in Wayne, and on to Albany, in Clinton 
county, in this State. 

The Journal’s Albany letter, to say the least of 
it, is certainly a most' remarkable" one. It con 
tains, as the sequel will show, less fact and more 
fiction, less truth and more falsehood, less justice 
and more spleen, than any document of its size 
which has ever yet met the public gaze, pretend- 
ing to give the tacts in the case to which it refers. 

To show the enormity of some of its statements, 
I beg leave to call yrur attention to a few things 
which its author is pleased to alledge as facts in 
the case. 

First. He says that H. F. Goft', who proposed 
to carry the mail on the route referred to, was per- 
sonally known to the Democratic member from 
the Fourth Kentucky Congressional District. 

This is false, for that member did not know that 
there was such a man living as H. F. Goff until 
he called at tbe Post Office Department at Wash 
ington last spring to see if justice had been done 
to his constituents by the Department in award 
ing them proper mail facilities. Second, he says 
further that the member from the Fourth Dis- 
trict knew Goff to be an Americau in his politics. 

This is also false, for he never knew anything 
about his politics until he saw it stated in the let" 
ter of II. S. T. to the Journal, that he was an 
American. 

Third. He further states that the same member 
represented Goff to the Post Office Department as 
being an “American.” 

This is also false, for he could not represent 
to the Department at Washington, last spring, 
what he never knew until he saw the letter of 11. 
S. T. in the Journal, of the yth inst. 

Fourth. The Journal’s Albanv correspondent 
further states that the Department at Washington 
violated their contract with Ooff to carry the "mail 
over the route referred to. 

This is also false, because they never entered 
into any contract with Goff. Tfiey did not even 
accept his bid. This is evidenced bv the state 
ments of the Postoffice Department "at Washing- 
ton, and contained in the letter of H. S. T., itself, 
to the Louisville Journal. 

5. But to cap the climax, the Journal’s Albany 
correspondent further alleges that the Department 
not only violated the contract with Goff, but ac- 
tually gave the coutract to a Democrat, at #7,00o 
for the same service proposed to he rendered bv 
Goff at $1,7*9. 

This is disgracefully false, as the Department 
has not yet giveu the contract to anv man of anv 
party at $7,W0. 

If all these statemerts of the Journal’s Albany 
correspondent be false, what, you are ready to 
ask, are the facts in the case? 

They are briefly these: When the period ar- 
rived, during the past session of Congress, for the 
Postoffice Department to determine who would 
be the contractors, and what the grade of service 
on the various routes iu the State should be, I 
called at the Department to see what sort of ser- 
vice had beeu awarded, or was likely to be award- 
ed to my constituents in the different sections of 
the district. 

I tound that on the above named route. No. 
9,617, from Staudford to Albany, in Clinton coun- 
ty, all the bids or proposals, including II. F. 
Gott's, wejjf to carry the mail only three times a 
week to Somerset, and were simply bids, not speci- 
fying any mode of transporting the mail, and were 
bound, by the existing laws upon the subject, to 
be construed as only requiring tbe contractor to 
carry no more than fifty pounds of mail on a sin- 
gle horse, unless his pay was greatly increased. — 
Finding this the true state of the case in relation 
to the proposals to carry the mail on the route in 
question-knowing also that the mail was large 
and important to mv constituents on that route, 
and that the government would, in all probabili- 
ty, be compelled, under existing laws, to pay 
double the amount thus contracted for before the 
time expired— and knowing further that Camp- 
bellsville, in. Taylor county, Greeusburg, in Green 
countv, and Columbia, iu Adair county, each had 
a mail six times a week, in four horse coaches; and 
that Danville, in Boyle county, had four daily 
mails — all in the same Congressional district, and 
uo better situated, and entitled to no higher con- 
sideration either from the general government, or 
the Representative in Congress — seeing and know 
ing all these things, and being determined to see 
equal and even-handed justice done to all mv con- 
stituents alike, I at once protested and remon- 
strated with the Department against the low grade 
of service proposed by the contractors on the 
above named routes. I told the Department 
nothing about GotT or his politics, for I knew no 
more about either than I did about the man in the 
moon, but I told them that mv people, on the 
route in question, had had their mails in four 
horse coaches three times a week for some years 
past as far as .Somerset; that Pulaski was one of 
the largest and most populous counties in my dis- 
trit, or in the State; that it contained the largest 
and richest coal fields in the State, or, it might 
be, in the world; that a bill offered by myself was 
now pending and likely to pass the next Congress 
appropriating one hundred thousand dollars to re- 
pairing the locks and dams, and to complete the 
improvements on Cumberland river, making it 
navigable up to the great falls, which, wnen 
done, would make Somerset one of the most im- 
portant towns in all that section of tbe State; I 
told them, too, that Dr. C. Grayham, a gentleman 
of large fortune and cultivated taste, was build- 
ing up and so improving old Rockcastle Springs 
in that section, that they promised soon to 
be one of the most fashionable resorts and 
healthy watering places in the State, or in the 
world, except Crab Orchard and Russell Springs, 
iu the same Congressional district. I told them 
all these things and more. I told them that mv 
people would never submit to a lower grade of 
service than that which they had been enjoying 
for years past. That they woald hold me crimi- 
nal if I were to stand bv and see them reduced in 
their mail service, whilst some others similarly 
situated, were being increased, and whilst all oth- 
ers were being fully sustained. Sir, I am not the 
man to abandon, or betray, my constituents on 
this or any other subject. 

Seeing, then, that the service proposed bv all 
the contractors, or bidders, was insufficient, what 
id I propose to the Department at Washington 
o do? To violate their contract with the said H. 
F. Go!l v No’ for they had made none. To reject 
his proposition of $1,789, because he was an 
“American,” and accept another of $7,000 for the 
same grade of service, from another man, and be- 
cause he was a Democrat' Not at all, sir. What, 
then, was my proposition? It was this: That, as 
all the bids on the route, including H. F. Goff’s, 
were merely bids to carry the mails three times a 
week, aud on a single horse, a service of too low 
a grade for the wonts of the people in that sec- 
tion of the State, I urged the Department not 
to reject Goff’s bid ana accept of another’s; not 
to reject a low bid and accept a high one for the 
same grade of service, as the Journal's Albany 
correspondent alledges, hut simply, in justice tio 
my constituents in that portion of my district, to 
place them on an equality with others similarly 
situated— on an equality with Columbia. Greens- 
burg, Canipbellsville, Standford, and Crab Or- 
chard — to increase the service as far as tbe town 
of Somerset, to four horse coaches, six times a 
week, as it was at the other towns just referred to, 
aud to two horse coaches, as far as Monticeiln, 
and 'then a *** (star) bid the residue of the 
way to Albany. This I urged in justice to my 
constituents. And in jnstice to the Department 
and the General Government, I urged them to re- 
advertise the route iu the same manner, and to 
the same extent they had before advertised it, in 
strict conformity to law, thus giving to H. F. Goff 
and every other living man, a fast and an equal 
chance to bid as much, or as little, as he, or they, 
might think proper, to carry the mails in the man- 
ner indicated in the schedule, and at the same time, 
giving the Department a full and fair chance to 
avail itself of tbe lowest and best bid for the ser- 
vice iuvited. This the Department agreed to do. 
This the law allowed them to do. And this they 
did do, I believe, to the verv letter. The law 
justifies the Department in what they have done, 
and most certainly a Just regard for the interests 
of mr constituents demanded it at their handa. — 
And if Mr. Q. F. Goff was so ignorant as not to 
know his privileges, or his duties under the sec- 
ond advertisement, he certainly cannot blame his 
representative in Congress. Or, if he, knowing 
them, was so negligent as not to attend to them, 
be should not now blame either his representative 
or the Department at Washington. There is one 
thing, at all events, which seems clear to my mind 
and Beyond dispute, and that is, that it woutd 
have been egregtously wrong, in this case, to have 
sacrificed the public" good to mere personal ag 
grandizement — to have sacrificed the wants, wish- 
es, and interests of the whole people of Lincoln, 
Pulaski, Wayne, and Clinton counties to the mere 
wants, wishes, and interests, if it were so, of H. 
F. Goff, or H. S. T., tbe Louisville Journal’s Al- 
bany correspondent. 

But I bave already told you that all tbe bids 
under the brat advertisement of tbe Department, 
on the above named route, were merely bids to 
carry a mail of fifty pounds weight, on a single 
horse, throughout the entire route, and that no 
higher service could have been required under 
anv of them without increasing tbe pay. And 
that the Department deeming this grade of ser- 
vice insufficient, rejected all tbe proposals, and te- 
advertised the route, and invited bids for faur- 
horse coache* to Somerset, and twe-horse coaches 
to Monticello from Somerset, and a ’** (star) 
bid the residue. Here is the result of tbe second 
bids:

These are the only bids, as far as 1 have been 
able to learu, under tbe last advei Using.

last advertisement. This is only eleven dollar.? 
more for carrying the mail six times a week, in ' 
four-horse coaches, to Somerset, than Golf asked 1 
for carrying the same mail, three times a week, 
to the same place, on a single horse. Bo that you ! 
see if Burnett's services are secured by the last 
advertisement, the Government, as well as mv j 
constituents on the route in question, will be \ 
greatly profited. But 1 understand that Burnett, , 
from some cause or other, has thus far failed to | 
come up and enter into bonds, and receive the mail, j 
and carry it according to his proposals. And that ' 
the mails are now being carried, temporarily, on 
this route, by the Kentucky Stage Company, a* j 
the rate of tfcirty-seven hundred and fifty dollars, ' 
under an arrangement made with the postmaster ; 
at Standford, until the Department, at Washing- 
ton, can see after Mr. Burnett’s bid, or make some 
other arrangements for transporting the mails. — j 
This is thefrvie state of this question. 

So you see it is not true, as is alledged bv the 
Journal's Albany correspondent, that the Post- 
master General has rejected a proposition of j , 
$1,799, and accepted of one of $7,000 fortran?

Judge Muir. 

Editors Louisville Courier : Permit me through I 
your columns to state the facts in relation to the | 
trial had on the writ of habeas corpus sued out | 
by Jeffries and Victor, in the order of their occur | 
reuce. 

Judge Muir had beeu couhued to bis bed about | 
two weeks by a very severe spell of sickness, and } 
was, for about the first or second time, walking 
from his residence to his office, in the afternoon 
of the 24th inst, when Mr. Kirkpatrick, late Chief 
of Police and now day watchman, crossed the [ 
street from the jail and remarked to him that two I 
men were in jail, and wanted him to grant them a 
writ of habeas corpus. Tbe Judge retdied he had j 

not vet sufficiently recovered to undergo such an 
investigation. Mr. Kirtpatrick remarked that [ 
they were in jail without warrant, and as there 
was no proof against them, there could be no such 
investigation as was supposed. The Judge replied ] 
that upon a proper petition and affidavit he would 
giant the writ, as he was by law bound to do, but 
that he would not hear the matter unless the at- I 
torney for the commonwealth, or for the city, | 
should be first notified. 

The petition and affidavit were theu presented 
and the writ of habeas corpus was granted. If 
he had refused the writ he rendered himself lia- j 
ble to pay the petitioners each $500. The statute 
provides that if, when legally applied to, the judge ! 
“shall refuse to issue the writ of habeas corpus to | : 
the petitioner, he shall forfeit and pay to the peti- ] 1 
tioner five hundred dollars.” iSee Rev. StaL 380.) 1 

The judge, therefore, conld not have done other- ' 
wise than to issue the writ. When it was issued 1 
he again declared that, upon the hearing of the I 
matter the attorney for the commonwealth or the ; 1 
city attorney must be present. 

The writ was, of course, directed to the jailor. ' 
He made the following return, to wit: 

“In obedience to the within command I deliv- : 1 
ered the bodies of James Jeff ries and Philip Vic- ! 
tor to the Judge of the Jetfersou Circuit Court, j 
at the Courthouse thereof. I have no cause of ' 
arrest in writing. They were arrested bv John 
Rogers, John Enlow and Jerry Antle, policemen 1 
of the city of I<ouisville, and thev are held as 
watch house prisoners only.

He was bound to 
discharge them. The law required it of him. He £ 
knew nothing of the evidence before the coroner's ( 1 
jury, and it was no part of his duty to take tides | 1 
and hunt up evidence either for or against the 1 
accused. 

Other officers are required to produce tha evi j 1 
dence, and the judge can only render his decis- I 
ions upon the facts brought before him. Upon the i * 
facts presented to Judge Muir upon the hearing ' 
of this matter, his decision was just and right. I 1 
All authority and all respectable precedent are in I ! 
favor of his decision. This is known to every en- 
lightened jurist. 

But it is said that these parties had been regu- i 1 
larlv committed by the city court. Even had 
this beeu true, the fact was unknown to Judge j 
Muir. But it is untrue. They ha-t never been he- I 
fore the city court. 

But enough ot this. The discharge of Jetfries ] ' 
and Victor will not prevent another arrest. They 
are in the city, going at large iu open day, and ; 
may be arrested at any time. Let it be done, j ' 
Anv citizeu may obtain a warrant against them 
bv making the proper affidavit, basing his be- J 
lief upon nis own knowledge, or upon*the infor- 
mation of others. Any policeman may arrest ’ 
them without warrant and without affidavit. — I 
Thev should be re-arrested at once. If it is not ' 
done, an enlightened community will hold the | • 
proper parties responsible. It would be unjust 
to require Judsfe Muir to make affidavit and sue 
out a warrant against them, for it will become i 
his duty to preside at their final trial It uo citi- 
zen will make the oath and obtain the necessary 
warrant, let the police who were present when 
Allen was killed, make the arrest forthwith. It 
is their duty so to do. Iu this way only can pub- ’ 
lie justice be vindicated. And this course will at ' 
once silence the silly and absurd charges against ‘

and presented on tbe hrond charge of diaordarly 
conduct . Watchman Enlow testified that about 
midnight he heard the report of a pistol in the ri- 
1 cinity of the Crystal Palace Starting in that di- 
; rection, he met Mr. Cotter, who had a pistol, and 
his head appeared to be bleeding. He said he had 
been shot at. The witness then heaid another 
shot, and soon met White, the acenned, who had 
a pistol in hi? hand. He refused to give up the 
pistol, remarking that a d— d son of a b— h had 
shot three times at bis brother. He wan very dis- 
orderly, and officer Nick Howard coming up, bad 
some difficulty in getting the pistol swav, the ac- 
cused actually levelling it at Cotter, who was some 
distance off. The pistol wa? a revolver, some two 
shots having been fired from it. 

Amos Griffin, for the defense, testified that he 
and others were iu tbe Crystal Palace talking, 
when be heard some talking or fussing and saw 
Mr. Cotter with a pistol in his hand. The witned$ 
went to the door, or out of the door, when two 
shots were fired, one of which passed through the 
leg of his pant? just below the knee, and tha 
other, he testified, went through the lappei of bis 
vest, but not wounding him either shot. He did 
uot see accused shoot at all. 

Mr. W. Curry and Charles Khessendorf also- 
testified in the case, each of whom stated that Cot- 
ter fired two or three shots, the former testifying 
that Cotter fired deliberately at Kliessendorf. — 
The latter, however, knew nothing of it tboug c 
he heard the shot. 

Previous to this difficulty it appeared that Cot- 
ter and Jeffrey were at tha coffee house bantering 
each other for a bet on the election, when Cotter 
offered to bet Jeffrev that he could whip him for 
$1<)0. Then James White, the accused, said ha. 
Cotter, couldn't whip Jeffrey, to which Cotter 
said he could whip him too, if ha took it up. — 
Then Cotter raised his cane in defense, when 
some one struck him. After that the shooting took 
place. All this was in evidence for tbe defense. 
White was recognized in $100, with security, to 
answer a misdemeanor. 

Previous to this case Michael Cotter was pro? 
i ecuted for disorderly conduct and assault on Chas 
Kliessendorf, and carrying concealed a deadly 
weapon. He waived an examination, admitting 
I the charges, and was held to bail in $200 to an 
swer a misdemeanor. • 

Phillip \ ictor was next presented in connection* 
with the above cases, having been arretted by tha 
chief of police. W m. Ray. He testified to hea'nng 
tbe fuss and shooting on the street, in the neigh 
[ borhood of the Crystal Palace, and on riding up 
wa? told that the accused, Victor, bad been nring 
on the street. He arrested him. but found no 
! weapon. Chas. L. Thomssson then testified that 
( he was in front of the Crogban House, or close by. 
saw toe parties on the street, and distinctly saw 
Victor, who had dark clothes on, shoot twice at a 
man who was retreating, shooting at the man * 
back. He, the witness, cried out, begging him to 
desist, and then cried out watch, bu’ ha persisted 
in the pursuit, firing the second shot when about 
opposite the court house gate. Upon being asked 
the question the witness said that Victor undoubt 
edlv fired the shots, that he followed him up, nev 
er tor on instant taking his eyes off' of him. Ha 
told 4 ictor that he fired, but the latter denounced 
it as a d — d lie. 

Wesley Huey, for the defense, testified that he 
was with Victor at the Crystal Palace, and saw 
him when he was arrested, but didn't see Victor 
shoot , or have a pistol, and didn't think he shot at 
all. This witness further stated that there wa? a 
crowd of fourteen about Victor, while Mr. Thom 
asson, the commonwealth’s witness, stated that 
there were about six in the crowd. The defense 
said that an important fact was that Victor had 
no pistol when arrested. That can’t figure very 
strong in the case, as it was verv easy to slip the 
weapon to one ot the six or fourteen standing by. 
Bail of $10b was required of Victor to answer in- 
dictment for a misdemeanor, and the witnesses 
sent before the grand jury. 

Petty Cask?. One Bowman, arrested for drun- 
kenness, was brought in and turned out. 

A peace warrant against Jas. Clary was dis- 
missed, as Desch, complainant, didu’t come up. 

Hetty Smith was bailed out of tbe cave. 

Andrew Mucklehower and his brother-in-law 
John Hazleburg fell out about their accounts, and 
they had a regular family fight over the settle 
ment. Case sent before the grand jury. 

Win. Bowpree, a youth who runs the river, was 
taken up on suspicion aud turned out again.

Sir I am somewhat mortified and disappointed 
to report the arrival of the Niagara at this point 
on the 5th instant, after three unsuccessful at- 
tempts at laying down the telegraphic cable. 

My last Jisoatch, of the l“th ult., informed vou 
that the squadron were off Plymouth harbor hound 
to the appointed rendezvous for uniting and run 
uing out the telegraphic cable. 

During the first three or four days of oar pas- 
sage we had calms and and light variable winds 
the following eight days almost continuous gales 
from the west to the southwest, and the greater 
part of the time heavy sea, when the vaather 
again moderated and our vessels, which bad 
separated during the gales, met together at the 
rendezvous on the 25tb. the Agamemnon having 
shifted about one hundred miles of the upper por 
tion of the cable on her main hold tier during the 
gale, which portion they were engaged in running 
to the gun-deck whien we fell in with them. 

On the 26th "Saturday we commenced our oper 
atioas by securing the Niagara and Agamemnon 
together, stern to, with hawsers, splicing the cable 
and easing it down gradually with two hundred 
fathoms paid out from each ship; the hawser let 
go by signal and tbe ships separated on their 
respective courses, at a rate of three fourths of a 
mile the hour. When we had paid out two mile? 
and forty fathoms, as shown by our indicator, the 
cable, being hauled in the wrong direction, through 
the excitement or carelessness of one of the men 
stationed by it, caught and parted iu the Niagara » 
machinery. A heavy tog and inist hod set iu 
soon after the ships separated. We were fortu 
nate enough, however, to get together again in a 
short time, splice, lower down the cable, anJ 
separate from each other as before stated The 
Niagara's speed at starting was short of one mile 
the hour, aud gradually increased to two knots 
six fathoms up to 7 o’clock P. M , and the cable 
being paid out three and a half knots per hour 
and from that hour till midnight a uniform speed 
wa? maintained of thiee and a half mile* the 
boui, and the cable w is paid out, as shown by 
■ he indicator, of four and a half miles the 
hour. Our machinery was working as well as 
we could desire; cable running from the coils tad 
going over it with ease and regularity, when to 
our great surprise, at 1 o’clock. A. M , on the 
27th. • Sunday . the electrician* reported that there 
had been uo signals from the Agamemnon lor tbe 
last ten minutes. We kept going on slowly, as 
previously agreed upon, until 4:40 A. M , (in the 
meantime the electricians tested the cable tn tha 
ship, and reported the continuity and insulations 
perfect,) when the ship * headway was entirely 
stopped, and we commenced heaving iu with the 
machinery. The cable parted at 4: V A. M . an t 
we lost on this occasion, as measured by the indi 
cator, 42 miles 30o fathoms of cable, and started 
for the rendezvous, where on Mondav the 2jth

P. M. Our speed for the first hour was oaiv 
three quarters of a mile; second hour, 2)k mile*: 
third hour, 5 miles; and the fourth hour mile* 
From that time until 9:10 on Tuesday evening 
the 29th, i when we ceaeed to get signals from the 
Agamemuon, aud the engine* slowed down,, the 
speed of tbe ship had been 4)^ miles the hour, 
and the cable paid out 54* miles the hour, a* 
shown by the indicator. 

The engines were stopped at lu P. M , and ship 
hung in a measure by the cable until twenty 
minutes after midnight, when it parted, the indi- 
cator showing a loss on this occasion of 1-fco nuiea 
930 fathoms of the cable. Our electrician* again 
thoroughly tested all the cable on hoard ship, and 
found the insulation and continuity all perfect, 
and there waa but one opinion among those 
gentlemen, that tbe cable parted at or near the 
Agamemnon, which we shall ascertain when she 
arrives at this port to fill up the coal. 

An arrangement had been made, when the ship* 
separated the 28th inst. that in the event of any 
accident to the cable before either should have 
run one hundred miles, we were te return to tbe 
rendezvous, unite tbe cable, and make another at- 
tempt tolar it oat; if beyond that distance, the 
vessels were te proceed te Queenstown, fill up 
with coal, and again renew our eiforta. 

In tbe Niagara we had all the coal that we re- 
quired for laying down our part of the cahla.— 
There were serious doubts, however, if we run fur 
trier, or any diaiance beyond the one named, 
whether the Agauiemuoa * coal would held out 
, without any expenditure in getting hack te the 
rendezvous'! and reave her enough to insure steam 
ing hack to Valentia Bay with the cable, ia the 
event of no further casualty to it oo the wav 
there. 

Mr. Everett's machinery haa paid out the cable 
with apparent ease and unifermitv of strain, and 
we find it adinirmblv adapted to the work it haa to 
perform in all it* parte. 

Her Majesty's steamer Gorgon, which aecotape 
nied ua, arrived here with tbe Niagara. We now 
await the arrival of the Agamemnon and the ▼el- 
oruua, when we hope to be of again for tbe ren- 
dezvous in seven or eight days, under more favor 
able auspice* of weather than we experienced in 
the month of June. 

It affords me pleasure te report the ooatiaoeu 
good health of offioers and crew. 

I have tbe honor te he. respectfully, your obedi- 
ent servant, WM.

inycelf and neighbors: 

It the hog i» not past eating, give him guDic 
corn boiled in ashes — as much a*~he will eat, aav 
one ol two quarts. If past eating, stir up some 
tax' 111 water aud pour a good quantity down its 
thro it. aud also put some tar in its mouth. One 
or two trials of this are sufficient. The tar and 
water and tar alone have saved manv in this 
neighborhood. Myjiext neighbor had ten hogs 
taken with it, and before he tried the above tar 
and water mixed, jic, died, since then none have 
died, and all getting fat and hearty.

The River was falling pretty fast yesterday, 
with scant four feet water in the canal by the 
mark, in the evening. This makes about five 
feet water for steamboats. During the previous 
twenty-four hours the river bad receded three 
inches. The weather was very warm, the ther- 
mometer in the evening ranging as high as SK' in 
the shade, and even 92 at one point. After night 
it turned into a storm, with a high wind, much 
lightning, and a little rain. 

The river at points above is very low and falling 
very fast, with scarce water enough at Pittsburgh 
to float the lightest boats. In the channel hence 
to Cincinnati there is less than seven feet water, 
though tbe mail boats report but sis feet at Ris- 
ing Sun bar. 

In the lower Ohio, CapL Lamb, of the Alvin

The worst point is in 
the vicinity of Caseyville, where tbe channel or 
Tiest water is very hard to find. 

The river at Mound City at the last dates, was 
rising, the swell being the back water from the 
Mississippi and a rise in the Tennessee. 

J^^Our correspondent in the flourishing city 
of Mound City.furnishes us another interesting let- 
ter from that busr quarter. It will be seen that 
the river is steadily rising there, though very low 
up here, with u heuvy rise reported in Tennessee 
river:
